GENTLEMEN: As required by the first section of the - 


“ Act to provide a Penitentiary for the State," passed’February 19, 
1866, the undersigned, members of the Board of Public Works, 
shortly after the adjournment of the last Legislature, proceeded to 
select and locate а site for a Penitentiary in the locality in said 
section mentioned. After an examination of the grounds in and 
adjacent to the town of Moundsville, in the county of Marshall, the 
Board selected a plat of ten acres and one-half pole of ground, out- 
side of, but very near the corporate limits of said town, the proper- 
ty of Jonathan H. Lockwood and George Edwards, and valued at 
three thousand dollars. The consideration was paid by the citizens 
of Moundsville and vicinity, and the ground was conveyed to the 
State by deed, bearing date the first day of June, 1866. This deed, a 
copy whereof is hereto annexed, has been recorded in the Recorder's 
office of Marshall county, and the original is on file in this office. 


On the ninth of June last, at a special meeting, the Board in pur- 
suance of the second section of the Act referred to, appointed the 
following named gentlemen Directors for the Penitentiary : 

John H. Atkinson, of the county of Hancock, 
Daniel Peck, of the county of Ohio, 

Eugenius А. Hildreth, of the county of Ohio, С 
James Burley, of the county of Marshall, and 

John M. Armstrong, of the county of Marshall. 


These gentlemen shortly thereafter qualified and proceeded to.

COPY OF DEED FOR PENITENTIARY SITE. 


Tuis DEED, made this first day of June, А. D. 1866, between 
Johnathan Н. Lockwood, and Jane, his wife, and George Edwards, and 
Matilda, his wife, of the county of Marshall, of the first part, and the 
State of West Virginia, of the second part, 

WITNESSETH: That, in consideration of Three Thousand Dollars, 
in hand paid, the parties of the first part do hereby grant and convey, 
with General Warranty, unto the State of West Virginia, as a site for 
a Penitentiary, the following described piece or parcel of ground, situ- 
ate near the town of Moundsville, in the county and State aforesaid, 
that is to say: Beginning at the corner formed by the extension and 
junction of Market street and C street of what was formerly Elizabeth- 
town, and running thence, south 88° east, thirty-three poles, to a stake, 
in the said Edwards’ field; thence, south, 2° west, forty-five poles, to 
a stake, % о line of Lewis Purdy; thence with said Purdy's line, 
south, (13° west, thirteen and three fourth poles, to Sharp's line; and 
with the latter, the same course continued, twenty-one poles, to a stake; 
and thence, north, 2° east, fifty-two poles, to the beginning: and con- 
. taining ten acres and one-half pole. 

And the parties of the first part, further, in consideration of 
the premises, covenant that the said Market street and C street, from 
this time forth, shall be extended and openzd as streets and highways, 
for the use of the public, to the beginning corner formed by their junc- 
tion, as heretofore set forth: To have and to hold, all and singular, of 
whatis hereby granted, conveyed and covenanted unto the State of West 
Virginia, forever. ^
